REPAIRING
THE BRIDGE

Work on the damaged Santa Fe
bridge at tnis place Is progressing
rapidly and the foreman of the gang
on this side of the river said yesterday
that probably the temporary structure
would meet in midstream in five days

That was, of course,providing noth
mg unexpected occurred. .Several
things are apt to happen, however,
that may seriously interfere with their
progress. On this side, of the stream
work is being pushed night and day.
Yesterday six bents had been entiiely
completed and the first tier of that
many more was done. On this side
the piling is driven to within couple
of feet of the surface of the water and
another tier of timbers is built on top
of these piles. On the north side of
tho river one pile suffices for the en-

tire distance from the track to the
solid ground below. The piles are
sixty feet long and are now being
driven in fourteen feet of water. The
current is very btrong and the work is
of such nature that nothing can be
accomplished after dark. They have
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full bents there, though,
and the space between the two ends of
the bridge is steadily growing smaller.

The workmen are now wondering
what they will find when they reach
the spot where tho pier stood. There
is no way of telling whether it is in
the way or not, as no sign of it has
been seen since the night of tho disas-
ter. It is not very likely that it
floated away and consequently they
are looking for trouble when they get
to where they think it stands. Re-

Charges Excessive.

Speaking of the expense of main
tainiug boys in the territorial indus-
trial school, the Republican says:

"Tho board of supervisors yesterday
received the bill of tho territorial in-

dustrial school for tho last quarter
for the care of the boys sent from this
county. Tho bill shows that the rato

trier lav has hpen reduced from sixtv- -

four to fifty five cents.
"There is a general feeling that it

ought to be further reduced and until
a cheaper way is found to run the
school it is nut likely that many boys
will bo sent from this county. Some
of the counties,notably Yavapai, have
withdrawn their patronage of the
school entirely.

"No boy has been sent from Mari-

copa since the discovery was made

some weeks ago that it would be
cheaper to buy the boys scholarships
in Yale or Harvard.

"There is a sentiment among the
supervisors of all the counties that
there are too many paid officials about
the school, one for every two boys. It
is contended by the school manage-
ment that they are all needed and that
no more would be needed if the at-

tendance at the school were a great
deal larger than it is. Then they say
that the expense per pupil will be
greatly reduced.

"It is thought, however, that the
management of the schools by tha
board of control instead of by the
board of trustees will bring abont a
great reduction."

Searchlight and El Dorado Canon

A new standard guage railway from

Idex, thirteen miles west of the Need

les on the main line of the Santa Fe,

to the prosperous mining camps is ab
solutely assured, and actual work of

construction will begin in less than
thirty days.

The final surrey of the new road has
been completed and it is expected that
the line, which will be a feeder for
the Santa Fe, wili be in operation in
ninety days after work has been

Searchlight, is at tho head of the new
undertaking. Prominent mine owners
in the two camps have subscribed the
necessary money and the bonds have
been placed without seeking an out
side market.

cial, who returned yesterday from
Needles after be had inspects I the
proposed new route, is authority for
the announcement that the now lino
will shortly be constructed.

"Needles, Searchlight and North
era" is tne name 01 tne company
which will operate the new road.
Starting from the main line of the
Santa Fe at Ibox Station, the road
will traverse a flat desert country, re
quiring little grading, to Searchlight,
thirty-seve- n miles distant, thence on
to El Dorado Canon at the head of
navigation on the Colorado river. No
bridges will be required and the cur
vature will be reduced to the mini'
mum. It is estimated mat tne roan
will cost approximately 8500,000.

"Tonnage" is a factor that need
not be computed in estimating the
wisdom of the venture, for the output
of the larger mines at Seardhlight and
El Dorado Canon is in sight. A great
saving in the cost of transportation
will be made when the road is finally
completed.
